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BOROUGH  OF  KEIGHLEY. 

To  the  Mayor,  Aldermen  and  Councillors. 

Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  eighth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Health  Services  of  the  Borough  for  the  year  1937. 

Three  Clearance  Areas  were  declared  during  the  year  and  two 
Orders  confirmed.  Thus  the  Five  Years’  Programme  is  rapidly 
drawing  to  its  close.  Notwithstanding  this,  a  good  deal  of  insani¬ 
tary  property  still  remains  and  is  such  as  to  warrant  further  action 
under  the  Housing  Acts. 

As  a  result  of  representations  with  regard  to  the  housing  of  the 
tubercular,  eight  special  houses  are  to  be  erected  for  tuberculous 
families  housed  in  Clearance  Areas  or  unfit  houses.  Although  this 
number  will  not  meet  the  needs  of  the  district,  there  is  the  indication 
that  this  problem  is  receiving  practical  attention. 

The  scheme  of  Disinfestation  has  progressed  very  satisfactorily. 
No  report  has  reached  the  Department  where  re-infestation  has 
occurred  in  houses  occupied  by  tenants  from  any  of  the  Clearance 
Areas  dealt  with  whilst  the  scheme  has  been  in  operation. 

The  work  of  the  Maternity  and  Child.  Welfare  Department  has 
developed  sufficiently  to  necessitate  a  certain  amount  of  re-organisa¬ 
tion.  A  Superintendent  Health  Visitor  was  appointed  and  an  extra 
Health  Visitor  added  to  the  staff. 

The  supervision  and  control  of  the  midwives  appointed  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  who  work  in  the  area,  is  undertaken 
by  the  Local  Authority,  at  the  County  Council’s  request. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate  shows  a  gratifying  decrease  on  the 
previous  year  and  is  a  record  for  the  Borough.  The  attendance  of 
expectant  and  nursing  mothers  has  continued  very  satisfactorily. 

It  is  disappointing  to  find  that  the  work  of  immunisation,  which 
is  preferably  done  during  the  pre-school  period,  has  not  met  with 
the  response  expected.  It  would  appear,  from  general  experience, 
(hat  the  only  stimulus  which  creates  a  demand  for  immunisation  is

a  threatened  epidemic.  Publicity  of  various  kinds  is  well  nigh 
useless. 

The  birth  rate  shows  a  decrease.  Three  mothers  died  as  a 
result  of  child-birth. 

Infectious  disease  showed  an  increased  degree  of  activity  during 
the  year,  more  particularly  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever.  At  no 
time,  however,  did  the  number  of  cases  approach  epidemic  propor¬ 
tion  and  the  method  of  control  was  such  as  to  keep  the  disease  in 
check. 

Trade  throughout  the  town’s  principal  industries  was  better 
than  it  ever  had  been  for  a  number  of  years  until  about  the  middle 
of  July,  and  although  some  falling  off  was  experienced  during  the 
latter  half  of  the  year,  there  was  no  reflection  in  the  general  standard 
of  health  of  the  town’s  inhabitants. 

Various  schemes  have  been  initiated  and  existing  schemes 
extended  during  the  year.  Post-natal  clinics  are  now  being  con¬ 
ducted  along  with  the  Ante-natal  clinics,  and  a  consultant  has  been 
appointed  who  may  be  called  upon  by  the  Medical  Officer  in  charge 
to  give  an  opinion  in  circumstances  which  require  it. 

The  dental  scheme  has  been  extended  to  nursing  mothers. 

A  panel  of  Home  Helps  has  been  established  whereby  lying-in 
mothers  may  obtain  domestic  assistance  during  and  after  confine¬ 
ment  in  their  own  homes. 

A  panel  of  consultant  obstetricians  has  been  established,  who 
may  also  be  called  on  in  cases  of  Puerperal  Fever  and  Puerperal 
Pyrexia.  This  panel  is  at  the  disposal  of  local  practitioners  and 
the  Local  Authority  meet  the  expense  of  the  consultants’  services. 

A  hardly  sufficient  period  has  elapsed  to  enable  one  to  express 
an  opinion  as  to  the  value  of  this  service,  but  the  Flome  Helps 
scheme  has,  so  far,  proved  rather  disappointing. 

The  Public  Abattoir  shows  a  good  deal  of  congestion  of  work 
and  the  need  for  extension  is  indicated.  Any  extension  of  the 
Borough  will  accentuate  this  difficulty. 
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1  he  subject  of  maternity  hospital  accommodation  has  engaged 
the  attention  of  the  Local  Authority  in  view  of  the  possible  discon¬ 
tinuance  of  the  maternity  hospital  accommodation  provided  by  the 
West  Riding  County  Council  at  the  County  Hospital,  Fell  Lane, 
Keighley,  and  no  decision  can  be  taken  in  this  respect  until  the 
County  Council  has  arrived  at  some  definite  conclusion  as  to  its 
ultimate  hospital  requirements  in  the  area.

A.— NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

1  he  population,  according  to  the  Registrar’s  Estimate  for  1937 
is  39,070,  which  figure  has  been  used  for  statistical  purposes  in  this 
report.  The  area  is  3,902  acres. 

The  estimated  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  12,402.  The 
rateable  value  is  £263,462,  and  the  sum  represented  by  a  Penny 
Rate,  £1,000.  The  corresponding  figures  for  1936  were  £260,273 
and  £990  respectively. 

PRINCIPAL  INDUSTRIES, 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Labour  Exchange  for  the 
following  details  in  relation  to  the  state  of  the  town’s  industries. 

GENERAL  POSITION. 

Until  about  the  middle  of  July,  1937,  trade  in  every  industry 
was  better  than  it  had  been  for  many  years,  the  average  weekly 
Live  Register  figures  for  the  Wholly  Unemployed  and  Temporarily 
Suspended  being  approximately  1,200,  as  against  1,567  for  the 
year  1936.  As  a  matter  of  fact  the  figures  at  one  period  were  lower 
than  for  many  years. 

Unfortunately,  however,  the  end  of  July  saw  a  falling-off  in 
trade  in  the  Spinning  section  of  the  Worsted  Industry.  This  was 
understood  to  be  a  temporary  state  of  affairs,  somewhat  seasonal 
and  not  likely  to  last.  Unfortunately,  August  showed  a  worse 
position  still,  which  continued,  but  which  was  to  be  worsened 
considerably  in  September,  through  the  effect  of  the  outbreak  of 
hostilities  in  China  on  Textile  Machinery  Manufacture,  and  which 
sent  the  Live  Register,  by  the  end  of  the  latter  month,  up  to  2,000. 
By  the  end  of  October,  the  figure  had  again  increased  to  no  fewer 
than  2,755,  by  November  to  3,272,  and  by  December,  the  total  was 
3^913- 

The  falling-off  in  Worsted  Spinning  was  at  first -regarded  by 
many  as  purely  temporary  due  to  the  uncertain  price  of  wool  and 
to  seasonal  changes,  a  position  it  was  hoped  would  gradually 
disappear.  But  the  improvement  looked  for  never  came,  and  the 
position  grew  worse  on  account  of  the  unsettled  state  of  affairs 
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abroad.  Christmas  meant  that  the  majority  of  firms  closed  their 
mills  for  extended  holidays,  ranging  from  four  to  ten  days.  The 
manufacturing  did  not  feel  the  effects  of  bad  trade  until  nearer  the 
end  of  the  year.  It  may  be  of  interest  to  know  that  the  two  com¬ 
bined  find  work  for  some  8,000  persons  locally. 

Engineering  (Textile)  had  also  grown  considerably  worse  as 
previously  stated.  1  he  position  in  China  was  chiefly  responsible 
for  this  serious  set-back  to  a  section  of  industry  which  provides 
employment  for  some  4,000  local  men  and  boys.  The  outlook  is 
poor,  there  being  very  little  prospect  of  improvement. 

The  Machine  Tool  section  is  particularly  bright,  and  is  finding 
employment  for  three  times  as  many  men  as  it  did  five  years  ago. 

The  Building  Trade,  in  which  there  are  approximately  1,000 
workpeople  engaged,  has  continued  to  be  good  and  the  prospects 
are  bright. 

The  Manufacture  of  Silk  and  Art  Silk  fell  away  towards  the 
end  of  the  year,  and  some  short-time  working  became  necessary. 

Trade  in  the  surrounding  districts  has  fallen  away  as  in  Keigh¬ 
ley,  so  that  the  scope  for  persons  from  Keighley  to  obtain  work 
within  easy  travelling  distances  of  their  homes  was  reduced  to  a 
minimum. 

On  the  other  hand,  many  skilled  engineers  have  left  the  town 
during  the  past  few  months  to  take  up  full-time  work  with  firms 
in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

The  gain  in  population,  however,  would  greatly  exceed  the 
loss,  for  up  to  the  end  of  August  families  continued  to  come  to  the 
town  as  residents,  in  addition  to  Juveniles  who  came  to  work  in 
the  mills.  The  slackening  of  trade  has,  of  course,  put  an  end  to 
the  importation  of  labour.  It  is  estimated  that  the  gain  in  numbers 
to  the  population  during  the  busy  time  which  has  been  experienced, 

must  be  in  the  region  of  a  thousand. 

Recruitment  for  Government  Instructional  Centres  has  con 
tinued,  and  many  young  men  who  have  been  foi  the  full  course 
have  returned  showing  very  great  improvement  in  health  and 
physique.  Some  have  been  fortunate  in  that  they  have  been  bans 
ferred  from  the  Centres  direct  to  employment, 
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A  very  considerable  number  of  unemployed  men  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  opportunities  offered  for  training  at  the  Technical 
College. 

Toe  “H”  Unemployed  Centre  has  again  carried  out,  through¬ 
out  the  year,  very  useful  work  among  members  of  the  Unemployed. 

The  Keighley  Girls’  Club  has  also  continued  its  excellent  work 
lor  all  girls,  both  local  and  those  coming  to  the  town,  whilst  a 
Welfare  Committee  set  up  by  the  Keighley  Juvenile  Advisory 
Committee  has  performed  very  important  after-care  work. 


VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Births. — The  total  number  of  births  registered  was  468,  of 
which  226  were  males  and  225  females.  Of  these,  illegitimate  births 
totalled  17,  of  which  8  were  males  and  9  females.  The  birth  rate 
is  11. 9,  compared  with  13.4,  13. 1  and  13.9  in  the  previous  three 
successive  years.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate,  which  is  recorded  as 
a  percentage  of  the  total  births,  works  out  at  3.63.  Still-births 
totalled  21,  as  against  24  for  the  year  1936. 

Deaths. — The  death  rate  for  the  year  is  14.4,  compared  with 
14.3  for  1936.  The  death  rate  for  1935  and  1934  was  14.5  and  13.4 
respectively. 


STREET  ACCIDENTS. 

With  the  increasing  importance  of  street  accidents  as  a  cause 
of  death  amongst  the  general  population,  I  include  a  reference  here. 
There  were  8  fatal  road  accidents  occurring  within  the  Borough 
the  corresponding  figure  for  1936  being  5,  and  3  for  1935. 


INFANT  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  is  24,  as 
compared  with  40,  41  and  36  for  the  last  three  successive  years,  the 
infant  mortality  rate  being  51.2  per  1,000  births  registered,  the  rates 
for  the  last  three  successive  years  were  75.4,  79-5  and  63.9. 

The  number  of  births  and  deaths  occurring  in  homes  and 
institutions  in  the  town  is  :  births  214  or  45.7%,  deaths  197  or 
40.4%  of  the  total  registered. 
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MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  women  in  the  Borough  dying  directly  as  a  result 
of  childbirth  was  3,  corresponding  to  a  rate  of  6.41  per  1,000  births, 
as  compared  with  1  during  the  year  1936  and  5  during  the  year  1935. 

GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

32  or  4.6%  of  the  total  deaths  were  certified  by  the  Coroner. 
There  was  1  uncertified  death;  this  figure  representing  0.4%  of  the 
total  deaths  registered. 

For  the  past  three  years,  1934,  1935  and  1936,  the  natural 
increase  or  decrease  per  1,000  population  was  plus  .5,  minus  1.0, 
and  minus  .9.  This  year  shows  a  decrease  of  minus  2.5. 

The  amount  of  poor  relief  administered  totalled  £14,157,  as 
against  £17,500  for  the  year  1936,  showing  a  decrease  of  £2,983. 
This  very  marked  decrease  is  the  result  of  the  transference  of  certain 
able-bodied  poor  from  the  County  Council  to  the  Unemployment 
Assistance  Board.

B.— GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  WITHIN  THE  BOROUGH. 

1.— HOSPITALS  PROVIDED. 

I  here  are  two  hospitals  within  the  Borough  area,  the  Keighley 
and  District  Victoria  Hospital,  a  voluntary  institution,  and  the 

County  Hospital,  under  the  control  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council.  The  Victoria  Hospital  does  not  admit  maternity  cases, 
other  than  those  in  which  complications  have  arisen.  The  County 
Hospital  provides  14  maternity  beds.  It  does  not  make  any  provi¬ 
sion  for  private  patients  other  than  maternity  cases,  for  which  9  beds 
are  available.  Both  hospitals  are  staffed  by  general  practitioners. 

Fever  Hospitals. — The  Keighley  Corporation  is  a  constituent 
member  of  the  Keighley,  Bingley  and  Shipley  Joint  Hospital  Board, 
and  accommodation  is  reserved  for  infectious  diseases  at  its  hospital 
at  Morton  Banks.  During  the  year,  the  following  cases  were 
admitted  to  the  hospital  from  the  Borough

1  he  hospital  is  available  for  the  admission  of  the  following 
diseases: — Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid 
Fever,  Encephalitis  Lethargica,  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis,  Puer¬ 
peral  Pyrexia,  Whooping  Cough,  Erysipelas,  and,  when  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  concerned,  Influenza, 
Pneumonia,  Measles  and  Mumps. 

Smallpox  Hospitals. — Three  Hospitals  are  available  under  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  Joint  Hospital  Board;  no  case  occurred  during 
the  year. 
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Tuberculosis  Sanatoria. — The  treatment  of  cases  of  Tuber¬ 
culosis  comes  within  the  purview  of  the  West  Riding  County 
Council  and  any  cases  are  disposed  of  through  the  Regional  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Officer  at  the  County  1  uberculosis  Dispensary,  Skipton 
Road,  Keighley. 

Maternity  Hospitals. — The  Corporation  does  not  maintain  a 
Maternity  Hospital.  Cases  of  this  nature  are  sent  to  the  County 
Hospital.  During  the  year  1.49  confinements  took  place  in  this 
hospital  among  patients  admitted  from  within  the  Union  Area. 

Children’s  Hospitals.  There  is  no  special  hospital  for  children. 
Cases  requiring  treatment  are  admitted  to  the  Victoria  Hospital  or 
the  County  Hospital,  according  to  circumstances. 

2. — AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

For  infectious  cases,  two  motor  ambulances  are  maintained  by 
the  Keighley,  Bingley  and  Shipley  Joint  Hospital  for  use  within  the 
area  served.  For  non-inf ectious  cases,  two  motor  ambulances  are 
maintained  at  the  Fire  Station  and  are  available  free  for  accidents, 
otherwise  a  charge  is  made  according  to  mileage,  which  charge  may¬ 
be  remitted  at  the  discretion  of  the  Health  Committee. 

3. — CLINICS  AND  TREATMENT  CENTRES. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. — There  are  two  Maternity 
and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  serving  the  Borough,  at  which  consulta¬ 
tion  and  treatment  may  be  obtained  (see  later) .  There  are  no  Day 
Nurseries,  but  Nursery  Schools  have  been  established  at  various 
schools  throughout  the  Borough.  (See  Annual  Report  of  School 
Medical  Officer) .  Arrangements  are  in  operation  whereby  cases 
for  whom  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  assumes 
responsibility  may  be  treated  at  the  School  Clinic.  The  extent  of 
treatment  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres  is  limited  to 
simple  measures  and  includes  such  cases  as  need  only  be  seen  once 
a  week. 

School  Clinic. — See  Annual  Report  of  School  Medical  Officer. 

Dental  Clinic. — A  complete  Dental  Service  is  now  provided  by 
the  Education  Committee  under  the  immediate  supervision  of  the 
School  Dental  Surgeon.  By  arrangement  between  the  Education 
Committee  and  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee  this 
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clinic  undertakes  prosthetic  dental  treatment  for  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  financial  circumstances  of  all  applicants  for 
treatment  are  duly  investigated  by  the  Dental  Sub-Committee  and 
contributions  fixed  according  to  an  approved  scale.  The  contribu¬ 
tions  are  collected  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics. 


Orthopaedic  Clinic. — A  specialist  surgeon  visits  the  School 
Clinic  at  three  monthly  intervals  for  the  examination  of  orthopaedic 
cases  both  of  school  and  under  school  age.  On  his  recommendation 
they  are  either  treated  locally  or  admitted  to  the  Yorkshire  Child¬ 
ren’s  Orthopaedic  Hospital,  Kirbymoorside,  for  surgical  treatment. 

An  orthopaedic  after-care  clinic  has  been  developed,  where 
corrective  exercises  for  postural  defects  are  carried  out  and  exercises 
specially  prescribed  for  cases  which  have  received  treatment  at  the 
hands  of  the  visiting  Orthopaedic  Surgeon.  The  clinic  is  well 
equipped  and  the  after-care  is  carried  out  under  the  supervision  of 
a  specially  qualified  lady,  who  is  also  supervisor  of  Physical  Educa¬ 
tion  under  the  Education  Committee.  Her  work  in  this  connection 
is  voluntary. 

Tuberculosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  Clinic. — Cases  of  luoer- 
culosis  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  provided  for  by  the  West  Riding 
County  Council  and  full  details  are  presented  in  the  annual  report 
of  the  County  Medical  Officer.  A  Tuberculosis  Clinic  and  a  Venereal 
Diseases  Clinic  under  County  administration  operate  in  the  Borough. 


4.— PROFESSIONAL  NURSING. 

There  are  no  professional  nurses  maintained  by  the  Authority 
for  general  or  infectious  diseases.  The  Keighley  and  District  Nurs¬ 
ing  Association,  however,  carry  out  excellent  work,  independent  of 
municipal  control,  and  maintain  two  district  nurses,  who  minister 
on  voluntary  lines  to  the  nursing  needs  of  the  Borough.  this 
Association  works  in  co-operation  with  the  local  health  services  and 
their  Nurses  are  always  available  for  cases  of  Pneumonia,  lhe 
Local  Authority  maintains  two  School  Nurses  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Education  Committee  and  three  Health  Visitors,  who  are 
servants  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 
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5.— MIDWIVES 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  has  delegated  the  supervision 
of  midwives  employed  in  the  area  to  this  Authority.  The  terms  of 
service  are  as  follows  : — 

(a)  The  mid  wives  employed  by  Welfare  Councils  are  under  the 
supervision  of  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  all 
administrative  matters. 

(b)  The  midwife  will  reside  in  the  part  of  the  area  allotted  to  her 
by  the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  Appointments  are  subject  to  one  month’s  notice  on  either 
side. 

(d)  District  nurse  midwives  employed  by  local  Nursing  Associa¬ 
tion  will  be  under  the  scheme  and  under  the  supervision  of 
the  local  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  so  far  as  midwifery 
duties  are  affected. 

(e)  The  payment  of  grants  to  Nursing  Associations  are  under¬ 
taken  by  the  County  Council. 

The  Local  Authority  will  advertise  for  future  appointments  to 
the  Miclwivery  Service.  The  costs  incurred  in  any  legal  proceed¬ 
ings  for  the  recovery  of  fees  will  be  included  in  the  costs  of  the 
administration  of  the  Scheme.  The  County  Council  will  be 
responsible  for  the  clothing  and  equipping  of  the  midwives  em¬ 
ployed. 

There  are  three  whole-time  midwives  employed  in  the  area. 


6.— LABORATORY  WORK. 

Arrangements  are  in  operation  with  the  Borough  of  Halifax 
Laboratory,  whereby  the  Town’s  water  supply  is  periodically 
examined  bacteriologically.  45  samples  have  been  examined,  and 
in  every  case  the  quality  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water  has  been 
completely  satisfactory. 

The  majority  of  the  bacteriological  work  is  carried  out  by  the 
County  Bacteriologist,  County  Hall,  Wakefield,  who  also  examines 
material  taken  from  cases  of  infectious  diseases  where  diagnostic 
confirmation  is  desired.  Milk  Samples  are  similarly  examined  by 
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the  County  Bacteriologist  (see  report  on  sanitation) .  The  following 
pathological  samples  were  sent  to  the  County  Laboratory  from  the 
Borough  of  Keighley  (including  Institutions)  during  the  year  1937. 

Bacteriological  Outhts  specially  designed  for  the  collection  of 
pathological  material  are  available,  on  application  at  the  Offices  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Messrs.  Sneed’s,  Chemists,  Keigh¬ 
ley,  are  authorised  to  keep  on  hand  a  fresh  supply  of  Diphtheria 
Anti-toxin  and  T.A.F.  prophylactic  for  the  use  of  medical  men,  who 
may  be  supplied  at  the  expense  of  the  Local  Authority;  this  service 
has  been  greatly  appreciated,  and  utilised  to  the  benefit  of  the  town. 

Chemical  examinations  are  conducted  by  the  County  Analyst 
under  the  provisions  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  (see  report  on 
sanitation) .

Milk  and  Dairies  Order,  1926. 

174  visits  were  made  to  premises — approximately  43  each 
quarter.  Total  of  dairy  cattle  examined — 2,084  (1,868  giving  milk, 
216  dry).  Bulk  samples  taken  by  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector 
have  been  returned  in  two  instances  as  containing  tubercle  bacilli: 
each  report  has  been  investigated  with  negative  result.

Local  Acts  and  Orders,  and  General  Adoptive  Acts,  in  opera¬ 
tion  in  the  area  are  as  stated  in  the  Annual  Report  on  the  work  of 
the  Health  Services  for  the  year  1936. 

9.— SCHOOLS. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  also  School  Medical  Officer, 
and  a  separate  report  on  the  School  Medical  Service  is  issued  in 
accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Board  of  Education. 

C.—  PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

1 . — NOTIFIABLE  infectious  diseases. 

The  principal  infectious  diseases  are  appended,  together  with 
the  numbers  notified.  In  this  connection  427  visits  of  investigation 
were  paid  and  302  for  purposes  of  disinfection. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Smallpox  notified.  Measles  was  not 
made  notifiable,  although  a  number  of  cases  occurred  in  the  schools. 

(a)  Measles. — Measles  is  a  disease  more  serious  in  its  conse¬ 
quences  than  in  itself,  being  as  it  is  the  precursor  of  respiratory 
complaints,  especially  in  children.  It  has  occurred  sporadically 
among  the  school  population.  There  was  1  death  in  1937'  none 
in  1936  and  none  in  1935. 

(b)  Whooping  Cough. — There  were  no  deaths  from  Whooping 
Cough,  compared  with  none  in  1936. 

(c)  Scarlet  Fever. — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  106, 
compared  with  61  for  1936  and  60  for  1935.  The  cases  occurred 
more  or  less  sporadically  throughout  the  year,  the  larger  number 
occurring  in  December.  The  majority  were  in  children  under  15 
3/ears  of  age.  There  were  no  deaths.  87.7%  of  the  notified  cases 
were  removed  to  Hospital.  The  death  rate  was  0.00,  compared 
with  0.01  in  1936  and  0.00  in  1935. 
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(cl)  Diphtheria  • — The  number  of  cases  notified  was  164,  as 
compared  with  100  in  the  year  1936.  7  deaths  occurred  and  98.2% 

of  the  notified  cases  were  removed  to  Hospital.  Death  rate  0.04, 
as  compared  with  0.04  in  1936. 

(e)  Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. — 3  cases  were  notified,  compared 
with  none  in  1936. 

(f)  Typhoid  and  Para-Typhoid  Fever. — 2  cases  were  notified 
as  against  1  for  the  year  1936.  They  were  removed  to  Hospital. 

(g)  Zymotic  Enteritis  (Summer  Diarrhoea). — This  disease  is 
not  notifiable,  nor  was  its  notification  asked  for  voluntarily.  No 
deaths  are  recorded  as  having  occurred. 

(h)  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. — 2  cases  were  brought  to  the 

notice  of  the  Department,  as  compared  with  1  in  the  previous  year. 
The  cases  were  followed  up  by  the  Health  Visitor. 

In  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 
a  tabulated  statement  is  appended  as  follows  : — 

Incidence  per  1,000  Births  .  4.27 

No  action  under  the  Public  Health  Amendment  Act,  1925, 
Section  66,  was  found  necessary. 

(i)  Puerperal  Pyrexia. — During  1937  2  notifications  of  this 
•  condition  were  received.  There  were  no  deaths. 

(j)  Acute  Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia.— The  notifications 
received  numbered  23,  compared  with  29  for  1936. 

The  deaths  registered  from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  were  38 
and  from  Bronchitis,  etc.,  38. 

The  death  rate  from  Pneumonia  (all  forms)  was  0.97,  compared 
with  0.79  for  the  year  1936. 

(k)  Tuberculosis. — The  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
from  private  practitioners,  etc.,  numbered  28.  For  the  previous 
year  the  number  was  29,  and  for  1935  24.  The  non-pulmonary 
cases  notified  numbered  10,  as  compared  with  14  for  the  previous 
year,  and  for  1935  24.  The  incidence  of  Tuberculosis  remains  al¬ 
most  stationary,  and  the  mortality  from  Pulmonary  shows  an 
increase,  20  being  the  figure  for  the  year  under  review,  as  compared 
with  18  for  the  previous  year,  and  21  for  the  year  1935.

The  number  of  infant  consultations  held  by  the  Medical  Officer 
in  charge  of  the  Centres  were  Victoria  Park  Centre,  1,618;  Westgate, 
1,316;  total  2,934,  showing  an  increase  of  342  on  the  total  for  1936. 


The  total  number  of  Toddlers  on  the  Register  again  shows  an 
increase — for  the  year  1933  this  was  130,  for  1934,  144,  for  1935, 
155,  for  1936,  160,  and  for  the  current  year,  236. 

The  Artificial  Sunlight  Treatment  of  delicate  children  continues 
to  yield  satisfaction.  Fifty-two  were  so  treated.  Minor  ailments 
treated,  57.  Orthopaedic  Treatment,  18.  Defective  Vision,  3. 

Number  of  Mothers  referred  from  A.N.  Clinics  for  Dental 
Treatment,  78.  Number  of  cases  referred  from  Toddlers'  Clinics 
for  Dental  Treatment,  17. 
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Infant  Life  Protection. 

Six  new  cases  came  to  notice  during  the  year.  Seven  cases 
were  already  under  supervision  from  the  previous  year.  Sixty 

visits  were  made. 


3. — ANTE-NATAL  CLINICS. 

The  attendance  of  expectant  mothers  has  materially  increased, 
the  figures  being  176  and  189  for  each  Centre  respectively,  compared 
with  a  number  of  72  and  56  for  1936*  and  76  and  87  for  1935. 

4. — MILK  DISTRIBUTION. 

Certain  well-known  brands  of  dried  milk  have  been  distributed 
at  the  Infant  W  elfare  Centres.  Grade  A  Milk,  locally  produced, 
is  also  distributed  through  the  kindness  of  the  Infant  Aid  Society. 

3  he  total  net  cost  of  dried  milk  distributed  throughout  the  year 
was  £257,  as  compared  with  £331  for  the  previous  year. 

Milk  distribution  is  under  the  control  of  a  Committee  which  is 
a  Sub-Committee  of  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committee. 

5.— THE  KEIGHLEY  INFANT  AID  SOCIETY. 

A  great  deal  of  the  success  of  our  work  depends  on  the  ready 
and  unselfish  co-operation  of  this  Society,  and  the  town  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  having  such  a  body  of  workers  who  give  their 
services  so  unstintingiy  in  the  cause  of  Infant  Welfare.

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F.SANITATION. 

WATER. 

The  Keighley  Waterworks  undertaking  is  described  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1932.  1  am  indebted  to  the  Waterworks  Engineer 
for  the  following  statement  regarding  his  Department: — 

The  daily  consumption  of  water  within  the  Borough  and  Cross 
Roads  area  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  I937>  was  as 
follows: — 

For  all  purposes  ...  44.8  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

For  domestic  and 

unmeasured  purposes  ...  28.6  gallons  per  head  per  day. 

45  samples  of  the  Keighley  water  supply  were  submitted  by  the 
Waterworks  Department,  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the 
year,  and  in  every  case  the  quality  of  the  filtered  and  treated  water 
was  completely  satisfactory. 

1  inspection  of  a  private  supply  of  water  has  been  made  in 
connection  with  which  a  sample  was  obtained  for  bacteriological 
examination. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Pollution  of  water-courses  in  the  Borough  is  not  a  serious 
matter,  as  all  drainage  from  buildings,  with  few  exceptions — 
principally  in  outlying  districts — is  discharged  into  the  public  sewers. 


SWIMMING  BATHS. 

There  are  no  privately-owned  swimming  pools  in  the  Borough, 
but  the  Corporation  own  two  swimming  baths  of  the  hrst  and  second 
class  types,  the  following  particulars  of  which  have  been  kindly 
supplied  by  the  Superintendent. 

The  holding  capacity  of  the  hrst-class  bath  is  100,000  gallons 
and  that  of  the  second-class  24,000  gallons.  A  satisfactory  system 
of  filtration  is  in  operation  and  this  is  preceded  by  straining,  aera- 
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tion  and  precipitation  processes.  I  he  treated  water  then  passes 
through  a  horizontal  lilter  of  the  circular  type,  containing  graded 
pure  silica  quartz  sand,  3  ft.  in  depth,  after  which  it  is  sterilized 
and  finally  aerated  before  being  discharged  into  the  baths. 

1  here  is  also  an  ammoniator  to  stabilise  the  chlorine. 

A  sample  of  bath  water  proved  satisfactory  on  chemical 
examination,  but  a  high  count  was  reported  on  the  bacteriological 
examination;  consequently  the  method  of  injecting  the  chlorine 
solution  was  improved,  and  later  samples  proved  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE,  SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

A  description  of  the  sewage  disposal  system  will  be  found  in  the 
Annual  Report  for  1930. 

The  following  particulars  for  1937  have  been  kindly  furnished 
by  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor. 

3,676  lineal  yards  of  sewers  have  been  laid,  comprising  3,094 
yards  of  new  sewers  and  the  replacement  of  582  yards  of  existing 
ones. 

718  visits  regarding  drains,  sewers  and  street  gullies  have  been 
made,  arising  out  of  which  several  nuisances  were  abated.  528 
drains  were  inspected,  245  of  which  were  tested  by  water,  colour, 
smoke  or  grenade,  according  to  circumstances.

2.-— OVERCROWDING. 

The  survey  of  overcrowding  in  working-class  dwellings  was 
fully  dealt  with  in  the  report  for  1936.  A  recommendation  was 
made  for  the  building  of  77  houses  of  varying  accommodation  to 
abate  the  overcrowded  conditions  detected.  Owing  to  the  magni¬ 
tude  of  the  Slum  Clearance  programme,  the  Council  could 
only  have  coped  with  this  suggested  building  of  houses 
to  abate  overcrowding  at  the  expense  of  the  former  pro¬ 
gramme.  In  view  of  the  higher  rate  of  subsidy  under  the  Slum 
Clearance  programme,  it  was  deemed  advantageous  to  defer  the 
proposed  erection  of  the  77  houses.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  on 
the  completion  of  the  Slum  Clearance  Programme,  72  overcrowded 
families  will  have  been  suitably  re-housed.  I  hese  were  in  addition 
to  the  77  overcrowded  houses. 


3.— FITNESS  OF  HOUSES. 

The  housing  conditions  of  the  working-classes  in  this  Borough 
generally  are  good.  Unsatisfactory  houses  are  being  dealt  with 
under  the  Five  Year  Programme.

MILK  SUPPLY , 

Production,  in  the  Borough  are  49  milk  farms,  housing 
approximately  600  milk  cows  in  a  total  of  78  cowsheds.  Eight  of 
these  farms  are  now  licensed  by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  to 
produce  “Accredited’  ’  milk. 


During  the  course  of  the  181  visits  paid  to  the  various  cowsheds 
and  dairies,  a  steady  improvement  in  methods  of  milk  production 
and  its  subsequent  handling  was  noted.  Several  backsliders  have 
been  cautioned,  with  good  results. 

Purveying.  There  are  23  registered  wholesale  traders  and  24b 
retailers,  the  latter  including  121  shops  registered  for  the  sale  of 
bottled  or  “loose”  milk.  21  shops  deal  in  “Pasteurised”  milk  and 
1  shopkeeper  is  licensed  to  sell  “Tuberculin  Tested  (Accredited)” 
milk  produced  and  bottled  in  the  Skipton  Rural  District.  One 
retailer  holds  a  supplementary  licence  to  purvey  within  the  Borough 
milk  pasteurised  in  the  Oakworth  Urban  District. 

One  licence  to  pasteurise  bulk  milk  was  extended  for  the  year. 

181  inspections  of  dairies,  milk  shops  and  purveyors’  vehicles 
were  made.

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REPRESSION  OF  VERMIN. 


Rats. 


92  visits  were  paid  to  rat  infested  premises  and  advice  given. 

A  special  effort  was  made  during  National  “Rat  Week”  to  call 
the  public’s  attention  to  the  seriousness  of  the  menace  of  rats.  In 
this  connection,  350  business  premises  and  farmers  were  circular¬ 
ised.  A  him  was  displayed  at  a  local  cinema;  press  articles  were 
published;  and  chemists  supplied  with  posters  to  display  in  connec¬ 
tion  with  the  sale  of  Raticides.  Baits  were  laid  by  the  Corporation 
and  a  large  percentage  of  these  were  taken. 


Verminous  Houses  and  Household  Effects. 

The  advent  of  Slum  Clearance  emphasised  the  necessity  of 
taking  drastic  measures  to  eradicate  the  bed  bug.  In  order  to 
prevent  the  importation  of  vermin  into  Corporation  houses,  furni¬ 
ture  and  other  hard  goods  from  houses  dealt  with  under  the  Slum 
Clearance  Programme  are  subjected  to  hydrocyanic  acid  gas,  while 
bedding,  clothing  and  other  soft  goods  are  treated  with  saturated 
steam.  In  addition,  displaced  persons  are  required  to  bathe  before 
proceeding  to  their  new  homes  on  the  Corporation  estates.  No 
exceptions  to  this  rule  are  allowed,  save  in  cases  of  certified  sickness. 

The  scheme  has  worked  smoothly,  being  due  in  no  small 
measure  to  the  co-operation  of  the  tenants  concerned. 

In  1937,  a  total  of  91  families,  comprising  318  persons,  took 
baths  at  the  Disinfestation  Station,  and  the  effects  from  these  houses 
were  treated  with  hydrocyanic  gas  and  saturated  steam. 

Additional  to  the  above,  the  Department’s  attention  was  called 
to  64  verminous  houses,  5  °f  which  were  Corporation  property. 
Both  sulphur  dioxide  and  hydrocyanic  acid  gas  have  been  applied, 
the  latter  by  the  contractor.

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

1  he  work  is  done  by  direct  labour,  the  Department  having  a 
fleet  of  ten  motor  vehicles  and  two  horse-drawn  refuse  wagons. 
Four  old  wagons  have  been  scrapped  during  the  year— two  30  cwt. 
Fords  purchased  new,  one  second-hand  30  cwt.  Ford,  and  one 
second-hand  30  cwt.  Dodge.  These  have  been  replaced  by  four 
V.8  2  ton  Fords  with  forward  control,  thus  giving  extra  body 
capacity,  and  fitted  with  sliding  doors  on  top. 

All  refuse  is  collected  weekly,  apart  from  exceptional  circum¬ 
stances,  e.g.  frost  and  snow,  and  at  holiday  times. 

For  the  purposes  of  collection  the  town  is  divided  into  six 
districts,  two  wagons  working  each. 

Refuse  is  disposed  of  at  Marley  Tip  and  is  kept  covered  as  far 
as  possible  with  sweepings,  ashes  and  other  refuse  tipped  by  private 
firms.  As  far  as  is  practicable  all  tins  are  thrown  out  and  after¬ 
wards  made  up  into  bales  of  12  inches  cube,  weighing  on  an  average 
28  lbs.  each,  these  being  disposed  of  in  truck  lots.  The  weight  sold 
was  31  tons. 
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Householders  are  still  responding  to  the  request  that  waste 
paper  be  placed  at  the  side  of  the  dustbin  or  given  separately  to  the 
men.  Approximately  39  tons  have  been  sold. 

Collection  of  Shop  Refuse  is  made  every  Thursday  morning 
and  the  majority  of  shops  are  supplied  with  sacks  for  waste  paper. 
This  prevents  the  ashesplaces  from  overflowing  and  paper  blowing 
about  the  streetsr  The  Committee  have  under  consideration  a 
scheme  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse. 

A  reasonable  amount  of  refuse  is  removed  free  of  charge,  any 
excessive  amount  is  charged  for  at  the  rate  of  7s-  6d.  per  motor 
load.  The  Market  Company  and  Co-operative  Society  pay  a  fixed 
sum  quarterly  for  the  removal  of  their  refuse.

STREET  CLEANSING. 


This  work  is  done  by  15  men,  four  of  whom  work  in  a  gang 
during  the  mornings,  cleansing  the  centre  of  the  town  and  busy 
streets,  a  horse,  cart  and  man  following  and  collecting.  Afterwards 
these  men  act  as  orderlies,  working  different  districts  daily. 

11  men  act  as  orderlies,  and  are  responsible  for  defined  lengths 
of  road,  as  per  the  following  table: — 

No.  1 — Hanover  Street,  Lawkholme  Crescent,  Cavendish  Street 
and  Station  Bridge. 

No.  2 — -Hanover  Street,  Cook  Lane,  Low  Street  and  East  Parade.

STREET  LITTER. 

This  is  a  continual  source  of  nuisance.  Litter  boxes  are  pro¬ 
vided  at  various  points  for  the  purpose  of  depositing  litter,  and  it 
should  be  realised  that  it  is  an  offence  to  deposit  litter  of  any  kind 
on  the  highway. 


STREET  GULLIES. 

All  street  gullies  are  now  cleansed  by  the  Department  by  means 
of  a  550  gallon  Dennis  machine.  This  work  is  constantly  increas¬ 
ing,  and  an  additional  machine  has  been  ordered  from  Messrs. 
Dennis  Bros, 
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SNOW  REMOVAL  AND  FROST. 

There  were  several  falls  of  snow  during  the  year,  chiefly  in 
March  and  December,  when  347  loads  of  snow  were  removed. 

Some  398  loads  of  ashes  and  grit  were  used  for  frost,  together  with 
a  large  amount  of  salt. 

We  have  now  three  mechanised  snow  ploughs,  and  during  these 
falls  they  have  done  very  good  service. 

Much  extra  work  has  been  thrown  on  to  the  Department  owing 
to  the  ashing  and  gritting  of  all  bus  routes,  which  is  now  necessary, 
in  addition  to  the  usual  ashing  of  footpaths.  This  work  increases 
year  by  year,  and  as  a  result,  salting  and  the  expeditious  clearing 
and  lemoval  of  snow  was  to  a  certain  extent  impracticable. 

During  the  year,  the  Director  of  Cleansing  addressed  the  Vic¬ 
toria  Park  Veterans,  the  subect  being  “A  Resume  of  Public  Cleans¬ 
ing  in  Keighley.”
